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In  preparing  the  History  of  the  Haines  Family  we 
have  carefully  followed  a  book  comidled  by  Francis 
Creegar  and  published  in  1SS7,  which  we  know  to  be 
authentic. 

This  book  was  transcribed  by  the  students  of  the 
Marion  Business  College  of  Marion,  Indiana,  in  order 
to  preserve  it  for  this  branch  of  the  Haines  Family, 
who  are  lineal  dcscendents  of  Richard  and  IMargarel 
Haines  of  Aynhoe-on-the-Hill,  in  the  County  of 
Northhampton,  England. 

The  balance  of  the  book  has  been  brought  up  to  date 
by  Sarah  Ellen  Haines  Wilson  and  we  have  made  an 
earnest  effort  to  include  every  member  of  our  family. 

It  is  our  purpose  to  present  a  copy  of  the  book  to 
each  one  of  the  grandchildren  of  Job  Haines  and  Sarah 
Elizabeth  Haines. 

We  wish  to  apologize  for  the  quality  of  the  printing, 
but  it  was  necessary,  in  order  to  keep  down  the  cost 
of  the  books,  to  do  the  typesetting  in  spare  time,  to 
have  printing  done  on  a  proof  press,  and  to  do  the 
binding  by  hand.  We  have  printed  only  twenty  copies, 
so  we  hope  you  will  keep  your  book  and  hand  it  down 
to  the  on-coming  generations,  that  they,  too,  may 
enjoy  it. 

This  has  been  a  big  undertaking,  but  we  have 
enjoyed  it  and  we  hope  you  will  accept  it,  not  for  the 
quality  of  the  book,  but  for  the  information  which 
you  may  obtain  from  it. 

Sarah  Ellen  Haines  Wilson, 
Robert  Lemoyne  Haines. 
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The  history  of  llie  Haines  family  can  he  traced  to  a  j^eriod  ante¬ 
dating  the  lime  of  \\’illiam  the  Contiueror. 

Richard  Haines,  of  Aynhoe-nn-thc-Hill.  in  the  County  of  Xorth- 
ampton.  England,  as  shown  in  a  deed  of  I6S2,  was  de.sccnded  from 
an  ancient  fami!\-  of  Haynes  residing  in  that  locality,  which  had  made 
illustrious  marriage  connections  but  had  increased  so  rapidly  in 
numbers  that  all  of  its  members  do  not,  at  this  date  (  1887)  occupy 
the  high  estate  of  their  ancestors.  In  the  marriage  certificate  of  his 
widow  (Margaret)  and  his  son  John,  the  name  was  spelled  Haynes, 
but  the  form  was  shortly  changed  to  Haines,  and  has  been  adhered  to 
since  by  the  family  in  this  country. 

Richard  Haines  became  a  member  of  the  Society  of  Friends  some 
time  prior  to  the  4th  mo.  (June)  18,  1676,  0.  S.,*  when  the  birth  of  a 
daughter  (Mary)  was  recorded  at  the  Banbury  Monthly  Meeting  and 
5th  m.o.  (July)  5th,  1679 — O.  S.,  signed  the  certificate  of  removal  of 
his  neighbor,  John  Borton,  who  with  his  family  emigrated  to  Burling¬ 
ton  County,  in  the  province  of  West  Xew  Jerseyf.  His  eldest  son,  John, 
either  accompanied  or  followed  the  Burton  family  to  West  New  Jersey, 
settling  in  Evesham  Township,  Burlington  County,  and  afterwards 
married  John  Borton's  daughter  Esther. 

Richard  Haines  received  such  favorable  account  of  the  Province 
from  his  son  that  he  decided  to  join  him,  and  in  April,  1682,  went  to 
Gravesend  with  his  wife  and  children,  embarking  on  the  ship  “Amity,” 
Richard  Diamond,  Master,  which  set  sail  from  the  Downs  on  the  23rd 
of  April. + 

Before  leaving  England  he  obtained  from  Edward  Bylling  two 
grants  for  one  hundred  acres  in  West  New  Jersey.  The  deeds  now  in 
possession  of  one  of  descendants**  were  dated  April  20th  and  21st,

proof  of  the  antir|uily  of  the  family  is  that  there  has  issued  nineteen 
or  twenty  "onerations  in  the  direct  line,  whose  fruit  is  also  seen  in 
many  fine  spreading  branches  it  has  yielded  at  Bradley,  Trusluir, 
Whitney,  and  E.xeter.”  Their  arms,  as  qiven  above,  have  been  used 
by  the  American  family  as  of  rictht  belon^in”  to  them,  bein"  emaraved 
nn  an  old  seal,  which  is  said  to  have  been  brought  to  this  country  two 
hundred  years  a"0.  and  is  now  in  the  po.ssession  of  Edward  S.  ^'ard, 
Esq.,  of  Trenton,  a  retired  officer  of  the  United  States  Xavy.  to  whom 
the  compiler  is  indebted  for  this  account  of  the  English  family  of 
Yard.
